New York, Dec. 11.—After an un­ 
broken record of forty years as a divi­ 
dend p ayer the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad comp any final­ 
ly has been forced to the necessity of 
susp ending further disbursements on 
its $ 157,000,000 of stock. 
This derision 
was 
reached 
here 
after a p rolonged meeting of the di­ 
rectors. 
The 
action, 
while p artly 
foreshadowed 
by the recent 
acute 
weakness of the stock, will come 
p s a 
shock to thousands of investors. 
The action of the directors, most of 
whom were p resent, was unanimous. 
The formal statem ent of Chairman 
Howard Elliott, which gives the con­ 
clusions of the board in detail, says: 
“The New Haven iB a strong com­ 
p any, owning valuable p rop erty, real 
estate and securities worth many mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
Some of this p rop ­ 
erty can be marketed in time and thus 
strengthen the cash resources of the 
comp any. 
The directors believe it is 
unwise to attem p t to do this until 
general conditions are better. 
“The arbitration of wage disp utes 
in the p ast eighteen months has re­ 
sulted in increases in p ay that will 
boost exp enses for the p resent fiscal 
year between $ 800,000 and $ 1,000,000. 
The imp rovements to which the com­ 
p any already is committed in the In­ 
terest of safety, efficiency and great­ 
er convenience to the p ublic will take 
large sums of money." 
Regarding resump tion of dividends 
Mr. Elliott said: 
“We are letting 
the future take 
care of itself." 
New Haven began p aying dividends 
in 1873 and for twenty years there- 
er maintained a 10 p er cent rate. 
1894 it fell to 9 p er cent, in 1895 to 
"p er cent, which it continued until 
the early p art of this year, when divi­ 
dends were cut to 6 p er cent.

POSSIBLE TO EARN MILLION 


Secretary Bryan Says One C an M ake 
$30,000 a Year. 
New York, Dec. 11.—Secretary of 
State William J. Bryan, in sp eaking 
before the clerical conference of the 
New York Federation of Churches on 
the subject of "Fundamentals,” as­ 
serted his belief “that it is p ossible 
for a man really to earn $ 30,000 a year 
for a lifetime of thirty-three and one- 
third working years, or a million dol­ 
lars a lifetime." 
Secretary Bryan made this declara­ 
tion in discussing man’s relation to 
society about him, which he said was 
one of the three things fundamental 
in life. 
Other fundamentals he men­ 
tioned were on relations to the gov­ 
ernm ent under which he lives and to 
his God. 
The meeting was attended by min­ 
isters only, rep resenting fifty religious 
denominations.

Legal Bounds for Business Activity 


T h at W ill Place the Sm aller Busi­ 


ness M an Upon an Equality W ith 


the Larger and That W ill Define 


Unlaw ful Combines. 


Washington. Dec. 11.—The scop e of 
President Wilson's p rogram of anti­ 
trust legislation M as defined at a con­ 
ference between the p resident and six 
Democratic 
members 
of the 
house 
judiciary committee, which is to un­ 
dertake the p rep aration of the admin­ 
istration bills. 
The measures to be advanced for 
action at this session will aim at the 
following results: 
Definition of the forms of monop oly 
and restraint of trade which would be 
"conclusively deemed" unreasonable 
and in violation of law. 
Placing up on the defendant the bur­ 
den of p roof to show that there is no 
“unreasonable restraint of trade.” 
Prohibition of interlocking direc­ 
torates between large corp orations. 
Establishment of an interstate trade 
commission, 
to 
exercise 
regulatory 
p owers, make original Investigations 
and aid the courts in carrying out de­ 
crees of dissolution of trusts. 
The details of legislation were net 
worked 
out at the conference, nor 
was a comp lete understanding reach­ 
ed as to the number of bills that will 
be p ushed for action at the p resent 
session. 
The p resident made It clear, how­ 
ever, that he favors legislation along 
the general lines of the I^enroot-l^a 
Follette bill, which has been before 
congress since last June and which 
was designed to clear up the "twi­ 
light zone" of corp oration activities. 
The p resident emp hasized in the 
conference the need of legal bounds 
for business activity that will p lace 
the smaller business man up on an 
equality with the larger and that will 
give to the business world in general 
a clear, legal definition of the forms 
of combination or trade that are un­ 
lawful.

army reserve the 
secretary says: 
“The adjutant general rep orts that 
ap p roximately 31,000 men enlisted in 
the army between Nov. 1, 1912, and 
Aug. 21, 1913, and of this number sixty- 
one made ap p lication to be furloughed 
to the reserve at the exp iration of 
three years’ service and that on the 
date last named the reserve consisted 
of eight men. 
"I found from a p ersonal trip to 
most of the army p osts that the men 
are dissatisfied with the p resent en­ 
listment contract. 
"That we must build up a reserve 
ceems to be the concensus of op inion. 
Cne trouble with the p resent law un­ 
doubtedly is that It does not offer fi­ 
nancial inducement to the man who 
enlists so as to p ass into the reserve. 
"The army is not a luxury—it is a 
p ublic necessity. 
A nation that is 
op ulent, enterp rising and unarmed, as 
of old, still invites aggression, if not 
disaster."

“In Time of Peace," Etc. 
By p assing the volunteer army bill 
the house of rep resentatives has fol­ 
lowed W ashington’s advice, “In time 
of p eace p rep are for war.” 
While It 
was said that war was not Imminent 
and the bill could not be p ut in op era­ 
tion unless there was war or threat­ 
ened war, the mere fact that a bill 
which has been hanging up in com­ 
mittee for six months should be p ass­ 
ed at this time by the p arty In p ower 
gave rise to the belief that the Mexi­ 
can situation was growing more acute 
and the time was not so far distant 
when it would be necessary to send an 
army across the Rio Grande. 


The One Criticism .

clusions of the board in detail, says: 
“T he New Haveu is a stron g com ­ 
pany, owning valuable property, real 
e s ta te and securities w orth m any m il­ 
lions of dollars. 
Some of this prop­ 
erty can be m arketed in tim e and th us 
stren g th en th e cash resources of the 
com pany. 
T he directors believe it is 
unw ise to a tte m p t to do this until 
general conditions are better. 
“T he arb itra tio n of wage disputes 
in the past eighteen m onths has re­ 
sulted in increases in pay th at will 
boost expenses for the present fiscal 
y ea r between $800,000 and $1,000,000. 
T h e im provem ents to which the com ­ 
pany already is com m itted in th e in­ 
te r e s t of safety, efficiency and g re a t­ 
e r convenience to the public will take 
large sum s of m oney.” 
R egarding resum ption of dividends 
Mr. Elliott said:

T he presid en t m ade it clear, howT- 
ever, th a t he favors legislation along 
th e general lines of th e Lenroot-La 
F ollette bill, which has been before 
congress since last Ju n e and which 
w as designed to clear up the “tw i­ 
light zone” of corporation activities.

world as unreasonable in its loveliness 
as the world of nature—is not in the 
way of becoming a critic of literature. 
Another argument which tells in fa­ 
vor of the theory that the best crit­ 
icism is praise is the fact that almost 
all the memorable examples of critical 
folly have been denunciations. 
One 
remembers 
that 
Carlyle 
dismissed 
Herbert Spencer as a "never ending 
ass.” 
One remembers that 
Byron 
thought nothing of Keats—Jack Ketch, 
as he called him. One remembers that 
the critics damned Wagner’s operas as 
a new form of sin. 
One remembers 
that Ruskin denounced one of Whis 
tier’s nocturnes as a pot of paint flung 
in the face of the British public. 
In 
the world of science we have a thou­ 
sand similar examples of new genius 
being hailed by the critics as folly and 
ch arlatan ry —Robert Lynd in British 
Review.

ed abou t 300 years before Christ an d 
who. on the prin ciple that compou n d 
diseases requ ire compou n d medicin es, 
began that stran ge system of hetero­ 
gen eou s mixtu res, some of which have 
on ly lately been expelled from ou r own 
pharmacopoeia." 
The fearfu l an d won derfu l combin a­ 
tion of dru gs given by some modern 
doctors wou ld seem to in dicate that 
they still belon g to this school of 
Laodicea. 
On e of the medicin es for 
which Laodicea was famou s was an 
oin tmen t for “stren gthen in g the ears."

physicians

teachings of Herophilos, who flourish­ 
ed about 300 years before Christ and 
who. on tile principle that compound 
diseases require compound medicines. 
began th at strange system of hetero­ 
geneous m ixtures, some of which have 
only lately been expelled from our own 
pharm acopoeia." 
The fearful and wonderful com bina­ 
tion of drugs given by some modern 
doctors would seem to indicate that 
they 
still 
belong 
to 
this 
school 
of 
Laodicea. 
One of the medicines for 
which Laodicea was fam ous was an 
ointm ent for "strengthening the ears." 
w hatever that m ay mean, while anotb 
er m edicine of still more interest to 
the student of revelation was the Phry­ 
gian powder, made in part from a pe­ 
culiar kind of stone pressed into tab­ 
loids, afterw ard powdered and mixed

Direct Its Own Education. 
Claims Big Results. 
M 


m e. MARIA MONTESSORI of 
Rome, founder of the Mon­ 
tessori system of education, 
has arrived in this country 
to study our systems of education, to 
see the work done by her own students 
in different parts of the country and 
especially to give the people of Amer­ 
ica who have expressed an interest in 
her system a broader view of the work. 
It is said that there are between six 
ty-flve and seventy teachers in the 
United States who have studied under 
her and have received certificates au­ 
thorizing them to teach lier method, 
Rhode Island is the only state in this 
country which has taken up officially 
the Montessori system of education, 
and there it is to be introduced into 
the State Normal school. 
Miss Clnra 
Crnig, supervisor of observation and 
training schools in Rhode Island, was 
sent by her state to take a four 
months* 
course 
at 
the 
Montessori 
school, and upon her return the stat** 
officially accepted her report advising 
the adoption of the method of instruc­ 
tion. 
The only other countries repre 
sented at the school with her. she said. 
were Indln and England. 


First Experiment Here. 
The first “house of childhood,*’ as the 
Montessori schools are called, in the 
United States was started In 1911 at 
Tarrytown, N. Y., by Miss Anne E. 
George, who now has a similar school

This Montessori school is still in opera­ 
tion and is in charge of a former as 
Blatant of Miss George. 
Superintendent of Schools Maxwell 
and the New York board of education 
have also caught the Montessori fever, 
and a “house of childhood'* was re 
gently established in Brooklyn for the 
purpose of trying out the system. 
American educators first had filch 
attention focussed on Dr. Montessori'* 
method of teaching young children by 
the lending article in McClure's Maga­ 
zine for May, 1911. It was named "An 
Educational Wonder Worker,* 
with 
“The Methods of Maria Montessori* 
as a subhead, and was written by Miss 
Josephine Toiler. 
Thanks to tile publicity given to her 
educational message. Mine. 
Montes 
sort’s name is better known in Amen 
<*a today thun that of Froebcl aud 
Pestalozzi. 
lier most enthusiastic sup­ 
porters contend that she is even great­ 
er than these two kindergartners, as 
they had a metaphysical and philo­ 
sophical standpoint, while she is pri­ 
marily a scientist and a psychologist. 
Dr. Montessori says that she was the 
first woman In Rome to take up the 
s£udy of medicine, and that it attract­ 


ed a great deal of attention and criti­ 
cism. 
Finally it was carried to the 
ears of Pope Leo XIII. 
Ile. however, 
gave his approval, saying he could see 
no harm in it. 
She was graduated in 
1890 from the College of Medicine in 
Rome. 
Mum. Montessori has brought to the 
United States motion picture films 
which will show exactly how the work 
is carried on in the Houses of Child­ 
hood in Rome. After her series of lec­ 
tures she will return to Rome early In 
January. 


The Montessori Method. 
Dr. Montessori hopes to start in 
Rome a school lu which she may take 
young children and carry them through 
a term of ten years or more. 
It will 
be a laboratory school where the chil­ 
dren may be studied carefully and 
Where they will live constantly under 
the supervision of the instructor, 
in 
this school Mine. Montessori hopes to 
have children of different nationali­ 
ties, 
Her method of instruction Is so 
fundamental, she says, that it applies 
to the children of any nationalitjx 
The children under her supervision 
now are from two and a half to five 
years old. 
“Auto-education" is the 
basis of her system. 
She places a 
child in an environment of which It is 
the master. The furniture of the room 
is small. 
The child is not confined to 
a desk and follows its own inclination 
as to position. 
To insure its physical 
well being and for plenty of fresh air 
there are gardens connected with tile 
school. 
Even babies are perfectly good if 
they are treated properly, says Mine. 
Montessori. 
“In a hospital in liome 
there are in one ward sixty babies, 
and there is not a sound. 
If they de­ 
sire anything they ask for it. 
They 
are separated from their mothers, who 
are poor and ignorant women aud 
would not understand that they must 
be left tranquil. 
They are fed every 
two boars, and when that time comes 
they make a slight noise with their 
lips, but they do not cry.’’ 
A Child, she says, will recognise a 
ray of light when it is seven days 
old, and then its psychological life be­ 
gins. 
Guiding Young Mentality. 


A passive, not an active guidance 
of the eagerness of young mentality 
is Dr. Montessori*! principle, as has 
been indicated. 
From three years old 
up the child is irrepressibly anxious 
to learn. 
It need never be driven, the 
streams of its ever active intelligence 
require only channels to lend It from 
the things it already touches, sees and 
hears, to an association with things. 
names and ideas that make up the 
stock of knowledge of mankind. Rough 
and smooth detected In the different 
surfaces of cards played with; hot and 
cold in the child’s ablutions, high and 
low. thick and thin, round, oval—all 
abstract ideas gained directly from 
concrete experiences in games with 
blocks, cylinders, disks, stones, colors 
and the familiar furniture of the home 
lead the expanding mind to the knowl­ 
edge that may be gained from books. 
Gaines of identifying wonls with tlieir 
objects 
lead 
to 
reading; 
counting 
games to arithmetic. 
It was during the vacation of July. 
1907. that Montessori considered the 
instruction of children in reading mid 
writing. 
She had an inspiration one 
duy when handing out the cards used 
by 
the 
children 
in 
distinguishing 
rough and smooth. 
That night, with 
the help of the teachers, she cut out 
letters in clear, round script. 
The 
vowels were of pink and the conso­ 
nants all of blue 
A little strip of 
' white cardboard pasted at the back 


I of each of tho letters precisely at the 
I point where a guiding line would be 
drawn on writing pu[>er enabled the 
little ones to correct themselves lf 
they were tempted to put the bottom 
of a g on n level with the base of 
an o.

she plated this passion to good ac­ 
count. She placed palier under one of 
the tablets with the removable insets 
of geometric figures, and having first 
removed the figure frofn its frame she 
showed the children how to fill in the 
figure with a crayon. 
The children 
flattered themselves that they had 
made wonderful circles, ovals and tri­ 
angles. 
The children choose the letters they 
wish to learn. 
“I*' and “o’’ are the 
most popular. 
When a child brings 
to the teacher the letter which lie 
takes out of a box, he receives Its du­ 
plicate in black sandboard on a white 
card. 
The little one's finger is then 
drawn over the letter from the start­ 
ing point to the finish, while the teach­ 
er says "touch it.’’ 
The name of the 
letter is then repeated distinctly and 
slowly. 
Teaching the Letters. 
The child is encouraged to look well 
at the letters. 
Then the lesson pur­ 
sues its usual course. 
“Give me an 
‘i,’ ” says the teacher; “then give me 
•o.’ ” 
Then she asks the name first 
of one of them, then the other. 
They 
are not taught the capital letters until 
they have finished the small ones. Nor 
do they learn letters according to 
their regular succession In the alpha­ 
b et 
The child will peer Into the va­ 
rious compartments of the letter box. 
and its lips can be seen to move as 
it tries to hear with its inward ear the 
name of the letter desired. 
Although the ten fingers are trained 
by filling lr. the geometric outlines and 
their eyes have become accustomed to 
some, the children do not know what 
they can write. 
They have, in fact, 
learned to w rite without writing. 
The usual Interval between the first 
preparation and the accomplishment of 
writing is in children of four years a 
month and a half; In children of five 
years only 
a 
month. 
After three 
months most of them write well, and 
those 
who 
have been 
writing six 
months are equal in their calligraphy 
to children of the third elementary 
class in the public schools.

Mark Twain Memorial 
To Be Unveiled 
At Hannibal, Mo. 


8and Fights th* W ires From Cairo to 
the Pyram ids. 
Extending from Cairo to the pyra­ 
mids of Gizeh is an electric trolley 
line which Is used chiefly by tourists. 
The trunks of huge palm trees serve 
as trolley poles to support the over­ 
head conductor, and the contrast be­ 
tween the modern hurrying motorcars 
and tile peaceful centuries old tombs 
of the pharaohs holds the Interest of 
many a contemplative traveler 
At one side of the trolley conductor 
on bell shuped insulators are run the 
feeders, which, like the trolley wire, 
are of bright, hard drawn copper. 
After these wires had been Installed 
It was soon found that they invariably 
broke and fell within six or seven 
months, the cross section being much 
reduced at the point of fracture. 
Investigation showed that the desert 
winds which sweep across the right 
of way whip sand particles against 
the wires, causing a filing action which 
cuts away the copper much like an 
artificial sand blast The glass globes 
of arc lamps Installed along the road 
have exhibited the same destructive 
action 
A similar effect Is observed with the 
Incandescent units used to light the 
way to the sphinx 
These strings of 
lamps, besides having to be moved at 
frequent intervals to accommodate the 
varying level of the shifting sands, are 
rapidly eaten awny by the etching ac­ 
tion of the desert winds 
Thus far no 
remedy has been discovered for this 
destruction except frequent renewals. 
—Electrical World.

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MONUMENT to Mark Twain has 
been fittingly erected at th e , 
„ boyhood homo of the great 
humorist 
a ii d 
philosopher, J 
Hannibal, Mo. The site selected is an 
impressive natural situation for a me­ 
morial, while the historic associations ! 
of the country the memorial overlooks 
ure closely Interwoven with the life 
of the great American commemorated 
and with the scenes of his works that 
make the Mississippi river a part of 
our national literature. 
The sta tu e ; 
stands on a knoll in Riverside park, 
on the edge of a high bluff overlooking 
the Mississippi, and visible down the 
river are Tom Sawyer’s Island and 
Mark Twain’s cave, the scenes of 
some of the most interesting adven­ 
tures of Tom Sawyer aud Huckle­ 
berry Finn. 
While Murk Twain was not born In 
Hannibal, but in Florida. Mo., he spent 
his boyhood in Hannibal, and from its 
environs he drew some of his most 
famous characters. 
Judge Clemens 
purchased a lot in Hannibal on Nov. 
13, 1839, when his son Samuel was 
four years old. 
Here he erected a 
house, which still stands intact and is 
a great resort for sightseers who jour­ 
ney to view the boyhood home of 
Mark Twain. 
As a youth tho young Samuel was 
fond of adventure, and the greatest 
portion of his time was spent on the 
river or in the woods with his com­ 
rades, some of whom later figured as 
characters in his stories of life on tho 
big river and in Missouri. 
His life in 
Hannibal and on the Mississippi, pre­ 
haps, hud more than anything to do 
with developing ids subsequent vurlod 
and interesting career and tent him 
the material for the greater part of 
his literary work. 
The statue to Mark Twain was made 
by Frederick C. Hibbard of Chicago, 
to whom tho work was awarded after 
a competition In which other well 
known sculptors participated. 
It bas 
not yet been unveiled, for owing to a 
carious hitch in the proceedings th#

the money. 
The state- of Missouri ap­ 
propriated $10,000 for the memorial, 
and Governor Hadley appointed five 
commissioners, who invited sculptors 
to submit designs and finally selected 
Mr. Hibbard's design and awarded bim 
the contract for the work. 
Matters, 
however, have been satisfactorily ad­ 
justed, the commission has accepted 
the work, and the dedicatory ceremo­ 
nies will take place ns soon as the 
weather permits. 
Mark Twain as curved In his statue 
stands simple and erect and half turns 
Ids head to gaze down the great river 
whose waters and shores he loved and 
made famous. 
The figure stands on a 
pedestal and is set on a wide platform 
terraced up from a winding road and 
approached by a low flight of steps. 
The statue is of bronze and the pedes­ 
tal of red Missouri granite. 
The pedestal Is eight feet high and 
tho figure nine feet. 
A tablet on the 
rear of the die hears merely the name, 
Mark Twain, and one on the front Is 
Inscribed "Author—Philosopher—Mor­ 
alist.’' Mr. Ilibbard while working on 
the statue made a trip to the east and 
visited the country home of Mark 
Twain at Redding. Conn., where he 
collected many photographs and other 
helpful data.

has arrived in this country 
to study our system s of education, to 
see the work done by her own students 
in different parts of the country and 
especially to give the people of Amer­ 
ica who have expressed an interest in 
her system a broader view of tile work. 
It is said th a t there are between six 
ty-flve and seventy teachers In tin* 
United States who have Studied nuder 
her and have received certificates a u ­ 
thorizing them to teach her method. 
Rhode Island is the only state in this 
country which has taken up officially 
the Montessori system of education. 
and there it is to be introduced into 
the State Normal school. 
Miss Clara 
Craig, supervisor of observation and 
training schools in Rhode Island, was 
sent by her state to take a 
four 
months* 
course 
at 
the 
Montessori 
school, and upon her return the state 
officially accepted her report advising 
the adoption of the method of instruc 
tlon. 
The only other countries repre 
ten ted at the school with her, she said, 
w ere India and England. 


First Experiment Here. 


The first “house of childhood,” as the 
M ontessori schools are called. In the 
U nited States w as started In 1911 at 
T arrytow n. N. Y., by Miss Anne E. 
George, who now has a sim ilar school

for the deaths of tw o 
Americans. Cannon and Groce, who 
w ere executed b y his orders. 
Two 
w eeks later, Dec. 1. 19 09 . Secretary of 
State Knox handed the N icaraguan j 
charge In W ashington his passports 
and announced that Zelaya was per­ 
sonally responsib le for the m urder of 
the tw o men. 
In Decemb er the sam e 
year Zelaya, on the arrival of a naval 
expedition in 
Nicaragua, ab andoned 
the presidency and escaped on a Mexi­ 
can gunb oat, which had b een sent to 
his rescue b y I’orflrlo Diaz, the presi­ 
dent of Mexico. 
Zelaya w ent to E u­ 
rope from Mexico and rem ained there 
until his arrival in New York recently. 
N icaragua at present is peaceful and 
slowly recovering from the deep finan­ 
cial ab yss in which It was throw n b y 
the three years of revolution which 
ended less than eighteen months ago. 
The United States wishes to see the 
present peace continued, and President 
W ilson and Secretary Bryan will do 
everything in their pow er to promote 
the present peace and prosperity. 
It is generally conceded tha t the re­ 
turn of Zelaya to Nicaragua, except 
as a prisoner, would seriously menace 
the peace of tha t country, and there­ 
fore every precaution has b een taken 
to prevent this. 
It would take a vol­ 
um e to tell of his life and history in 
C entral America. 
He w as regarded as 
the greatest of all disturb ers of Latin 
A m erican peace. 
Zelaya’s predom inating character is 
his courage. 
H e is ab solutely fearless, 
and so b e is b oth hated and feared in 
C entral America. 
For long his one 
am b ition was to unite the five repub ­ 
lics under one governm ent, with him ­ 
self. of course, a t its head.
